TROOPS TO WITHDRAW 


United States will Thus Avoid Becoming 


Involved in Clash in China. Li Hung 


Clothed with Absolute Authority 


r Washington, Sept. 11.— Minister Wu 
yesterday presented to the state de- 
partment LI Hung Chang's credentials | 
•s Chinese peace envoy, in the shape of ! 
an Imperial edict, dated about two 
weeks ago. 
It clothea IA Hung Chang 


with absolute power to negotiate peace. 
The terms are left to hte discretion, and 
nee^l not be referred to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. 


Similar credentials have apparently 


been presented by the Chinese represent- 
atives in other capitals. 
Prince Chmg's 


arrival in Pekin strengthens the belief 
that China is at last coming to terms, and 
'that her officials are now ready to ac- 
'eount for themselves, make reparation.. 
*nd conclude peace with the world. If 
*hls hope should be fulfilled it wiM be a 
jnoat fortunate circumstance, for there 
•Is little doubt but that the powers are 
tin a. bad dtplomatlo tangle, and that 
(the prospest for united action in China 
ifcencefofth are, If not hopeless, at least 
distinctly bad. 


Minister Wu has not yet been clothed 


(With powers by his government to effect 
ut settlement of the Chinese trouble di- 
frectly with the Washington authorities. 
JThe officials are inclined to believe that 
tjio such large power as this will be con- 
jferred upon him. though he may, as do 
jthe Chinese ministers In Europe, play a 
'roost Important part in the preliminaries 
jto the Institution of regular negotiations 
(through commissioners for a final settle- 


The developments of Monday in the 


'Chinese situation still point to a speedy 
iwithdra-wal of the United States troops 
'from China. General Chaff ee has added 
Ithe weight of his opinion to that already 
entertained by many officials here. 
It 


profcably is significant that the general's 
Statement on this point was given pub- 
licity by the administrator 


General Cbaffee cabled that the lega- 


tions are of no present use at Pekin, nor 
(are they likely to be. He suggested that 
«urtegatloi»be withdrawn and the troops 
iraerely held at Pekin pending negotia- 
tions for peace, conducted at some other 
ipotat. He is, however, ready to start 
'•his troops for the Philippines at a day's 
^notice. 


tfo confirmation Is at hand here of the 


Teport that Great Britain and Germany 
>ba.ve Joined in an agreement to remain 
-together In Pekin, regardless of the at- 
ititude of the other powers. Should this 
"b« true, the fact doubtless would hasten 
•the rearward movement of the American 
troops, for there is a firm determination 
to avoid becoming involved in any clash 
between the powers, auch as might 
reasonably be expected to follow the exe- 
cution of this reported British-G-erman 
program. 


If there have been further responses 


to the Russian note relative to evacua- 
tion their purport cannot be ascer- 
tained. This delay no longer interferes 
w'th 
the execution of the American 


policy. The state department has a 
reasonably accurate understanding of 
the attitude of even those powers that 
•have not made formal responses to the 
'Russian note, so that the mere written 
record of their views is not of import- 
ance. 


Tt does not follow, because the TJr.itPd 


States troops are to be withdrawn this 
autumn from China, that mur interests 
Will be left completely at the mercy of 
the other powers. On the contrary, such 
disposition will be made of thes^ troops 
that they, with others if necessary, can 
hp returned to China in short order. To 
this end the entire army of General Chaf- 
fee will be quartered in some of the 
pleasantest and most salubrious portion 
of the Philippines. If they are wanted 
again in China, they can be transported 
inside of a week. 


Havn Steadily Grown Mora Discouraging Be-

reports that the drought Is the worst In 
the history of the place. 
Reports from 


Connecticut indicate that conditions con- 
tinue to grow worse. A small acreage of 
buckwheat was sown, and the crop has 
suffered severely. 
Millet and crops1

RUINS OF UXMAL, YUCATAN. 


The Old Aztee Priest* Were Skilled 


In MecbiuUcal Tricks, 


"In the fall of 1897 I spent several 


days examining the a^gjent ruins of"! 
TJxmal, in Xuaataj»," said a gontlemao 
who was formerly in the consular serv- 
ice, "and during the visit I made n 
curious little discovery which conduced 
me that the old A^tee priests were 
adepts at 
mechanical trickery. 
Thf 


woods around the main buildings at Ux- 
mal are full of scattered ruins of every 
description, and at one point I found a 
singularly perfect column lying in the 
midst of what appeared to be the debris 
of a small house er temple. 


"I conjectured that the column bad 


probably been the pedestal of 
some 


statue or idol, which had stood in the 
center of the edifice, and cleared away 
the underbrush to get a better look at 
it. It was about 5 feat long by l 
l/£> feet 


in diameter and was covered with char 
acteristic oarving. When I scraped the 
top clean of caked dirt, I was surprised 
to find a hole leading into the interior 
and large enough for me to thrust ia my 
thumb. I cut a stick, sounded it and 
found that the hole reached to a point 
about a foot from the base. There it 
connected with another channel running 
off at an angle and leading to a smal 
opening hidden in the carving of the 
base. 


"While I was probing the interior a 


beauti Cully polished circular stone plug, 
shaped almost exactly like a jug, minus 
the handle, slid out of the lower hole. 
It was made of flint and remarkably 
heavy for its size. What could hav< 
been its purpose is all guesswork, but 
the theory that seems to me most plausi 
ble is that it was a weight and had once 
beon attached to a cord or thong lead- 
ing up through the main boring. If 
there was a tJsiiro of some kind on the 
column, all that smacks pretty strongly 
of some secret mechanical device, and 
such is tho opinion o! several well posted 
archaeologists to'Whom 1 have described 
the arjj^ngenjent,

Naan'y 260,000 PupiU. 


New York, Sept. 11.—Superintendent of 


public Schools Jmaper says that nearly 
260,000 pupils reported Monday in the 
public scru)Qli» of Manhattan and Hronx, 
and that there are over 6000 teachers in 
the two borough*.. 


Gaining in velocity, tTie wind chattged 


to northeast, then to the west and the 
waters rose until they covered the city. 
The wind howled frightfully around the 
buildings, tearing off cornices and rip- 
ping off roofs. The wooden paving 
blocks rose from their places in the 
streets and floated off. 


At 6:30 o'clock the wind had shifted to 


the southeast, stHMncreaslirgin velocity. 
At that hour the svind gauge on the roof 
of the United States weather bureau 
registered 85 miles an hour and then blew 
away. Still the wind blew harder and 
harder and even the most fortunate 
houses lost all or a part of their cover- 
ings. The etonn reached its height at 
about 8:30 o'clock. 


At 9 o'clock the wind began subsiding 


and the waves to recede. But the fury of 
the storm had not been spent until wel'l 
Into the day. At 1 o'clock the water had 
fallen until the streets were inundated 
no more than they w ould be by a big rain. 


Bunday morning broke clear and the 


•un shone brightly on a scene of wreck 
and ruin. Th<j streets were piled with 
debris in many places, several feet high. 
Buildings were shorn of roofs, cornices, 
chimneys and windows. Stoeke of goods 
were damaged by floods from below and 
by rain from above. 


But it was the wind which wrought 


the greatest havo^ in every respect. The 
damage from-the waters of the bay wag 
inconsequential when compared with 
that from the wind. The eastern part of 
the city received the full force of the 
storm and suffered most, although no 
section escaped serious injury. 


Along the beach for about four blocks 


back scarcely a residence was left. The 
beach district was shorn of human habi- 
tation. Back of that houses and timbers 
piled up, crushing other buildings which 
lay in their path. Men and women 
walked through the slimy mud that 
spread the streets, homeless, rushing 
around, frantic, hunting- their relatives. 


Wire communication was opened at 


Dallas with Beaumont and Orange yes- 
terday afternoon. It is reported that 
eeveral lives were lost in the localities 
o£ Sabine Pass and Port Arthur, but the 
towns are reported to have suffered only 
slightly. 


Dead and wounded men, women and 


children lay around awaiting the com- 
ing of the volunteer corps, ^organized 
to remove the bodies to the improvised 
morgues and hospitals. 
There was no 


thought of the property damage; those 
who hap escaped with thair families, los- 
ing all else, felt satisfied and thanked

NotwitbatpniJ- 
iog the assiduotts.erfforts of tbe old sex- 
ton to direct his awa to the right note 
the two would not connect. Finally, 
losing patience, B>y frtend said sbiirp- 
ly: 'Oh, the old' boy's In the thin*.' 


"The old sexton brightened up and, 


looking over at uce, with a twinkle in 
bis eye, said as quick as lightning, 'Not 
yit, your rlveriuce.' 


"It restored the good humor of the 


situation, and the vestment was proper- 
ly adjusted. 


"The only time I ever heard a congre- 


gation laugh unrestrainedly during the 
regular services in a cathedral was 
back, in tbe eighties, when I was a 
resident of dear, flirty Dublin. On one 
Sunday morning tie bishop of Cerk 
preached. He was a splendid man, an 
Irishman to the backbone and possess- 
ed of as fine a'brogue as e.ver distin- 
guished a son of Erin. His congrega- 
tion was made up of the very essence 
of fashion in Dublin, which, in those 
days, was one of the greatest social 
centers of tbe world. Notoriously, peo- 
ple were living, beyond their means, for 
the Income from the landed estates of 
Ireland had taken a big tumble.

significance of the suggestion had per- 
colated through .the members of his 
congregation, then so^me one snickered. 
Every oue. wfts picturing to himself and 
herself-the real acefce that would occur- 
should the bishop's idea be carried into 
effect, while wife looked at husband 
and members of each family nudged 
one another. The ludicrous side was 
Irresistible and the laugn was general. 


"I once attended church at Whailey, 


a little village on the "borders of Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire, in England. Tbe 
church, which bad been a part of the 
old abbey, was built in the year 1066 
and is today one of tbe most interest- 
.ing 
sacred edifices • in Great Britain. 


The rector was a Mr. Whlttaker, very 
old, very stout and very deaf. He had 
occupied the living for 30 years, and 
while he generally appeared in church 
and took some part in the services, he 
was able to afford the luxury of "a cu- 
rate and -VMS always glad to secure the 
services ot a friend to preach.

» Any Intelligent man who lias lived at 
[Peking for six months knows of tbesr 
so called Boxers and has, knowingly, 01 
.not, employed one or more of them. Bj 
ithe term "intelligent" is meant a man 
Iwho does not suppose that every hu 
man « being must necessarily under- 
stand his own language, but admits thr 
fact that there are other tongues and 
Vise that when he travels or resides in 
Iforelgn countries it becomes him to fa- 
imlllarlz,e himself with such foreign 


L Every resident o£ Peking employs a 
j,<watohman or doorkeeper, and tbjat per 
eon Is In every instance a member of 
*be *a.-<!hoan;(llt««41y, "Big Fist"),'or. 
as It IB now called, "Boxer" society. 
Properly considered, it is'not a secret 
society, but bears a great resemblance 
to our labor unions. Its purpose is 
vainly benevolent—namely, to provide 
{or old or disabled members., 
' The society of the Boxers Is made up 
of men wbo^e physical and muscular 
strength has .been trained purposely 
and from early youth, not that they 
may enter the athletic arena, but that 
they may engage In a perfectly lawful 
and recognized career. They are en^ 
gaged as watchmen by wealthy resi- 
dents and as guards by travelers carry- 
Ing a large amount of money or to con- 
vey specie for great distances. Such a 
guard or watcbman insures perfect 
safety, for It places tbe property or per- 
son under tbe protection of the' Ta- 
chuan union, and thieves or malefac- 
tors dread arousing Its vengeance. Not 
a single instance Is on record .where a 
member of tbe Ta-chuan was faithless 
to bis trust. 


Tbe government recognized the .union 


and frequently employed It to convoy 
treasure. The father of Prince Tuan 
and grandfather of the heir apparent 1 
and,has been for years tbe official pa 
tron of tbe union. It is evident from 
this explanation tbat a member of tb 
Ta-chuan corresponds somewhat to tb 
modern calling of private detective in 
our social arrangements. This is fur 
ther confirmed, since Jn either cas 
men may be hired for specific purpose 
and not always in stridt conformity to 
law. The history of Jhe United States 
contains Instances Vfhere corporations 
In fear of depredations by striking 
workmen have engaged a.body of pri- 
vate detectives to repel any attack up 
on'their plants. A man in possession 
of a well filled purse could at Peking 
engage any number of Ta-chuan mem 
jjers for purposes which would not bear 
publicity. 


I "The Chinese empress doea not meet 
completely the Anglo-Saxon demand 
for female beauty," writes Poultney 
Bigelow in the September Woman's 
Home Companion, "but thenr the Chi- 
naman is not wholly satisfied with our 
type, and on sound democratic princi- 
ples the Celestial .has some color for his 
opinion, seeing that he is one of 400,- 
0(k),000, while our ideal represents but 
75,000,000. Personally it is hard for 
me to appreciate beauty In one who is 
short and fat, whose feet are tbe size 
of saltcellars, whose flesh has .tbe mod- 
eling of a bolster, whose eyes are ob- 
lique and whose natural skin-is over- 
laid with wWte-and red paste.

;And as to. antiquity of pedigree, the 
iRoma.noQff a»d Hohenzoller-os are mere 
upstarts' la dynastic enterprise compar- 
ed with the power la Peking wJaich 
draws its authority directly from Ce- 
lestial eourcea-ln prehistoric eras.

that in tbe matter of birth, beauty and 
political power the dowager empress 
of China eclipses not merely ^anything 
of its kind in. Europe, but throws into 
the shade anything dreamed of In this 
fair country of OUFB. wUose boast it Is 
that we ^bave set the standard foi 
'sovereign woman.' Tbe Chinaman In 
general Is completely convinced1 that 
to all tbat constitutes higher civili- 
sation he is the superior of the white 
man. He has invented more different 
•kinds of mechanics! improvements 
than all tbe. rest of the world out to- 
gttber.

The rWuvjr have in a few instances 
been used for light, pumping work at 
seaside pkic«s, but such pumplug out- 
uts have bsi»n very far Jrom demob- 
wtruting that .the wave motor could 
ever be seriously consideeed as a prime 
mover where largo powers were do* 
manded." Ih' fact, the wave motor is 
little'better than a toy. As to power 
from the tides, there is little- to be said 
except that much money has been 
wasted in vain endeavors to turn it to 
practical account. , The tide power 
scheme probably'always-will be allur- 
ing and also disappointing. t The dis- 
appointment comes from the' fact that 
very few people seem to take the trou- 
ble to figure out how much water and 
how cou^klornble a fall are required to 
give'any Tiseful amount of power. A 
horsepower for a day of ten hours, for 
example, would require something like 
120 tous of water fallliig from a height 
of 100 feet, ho that' a ^00 horsepower 
factory, say, would need 00,000 tons of 
water at a 300 foot head. On the basis 
of 30 cubic feet of water to the ton 
there would thus be over'2,000,000 cu- 
bic feet of water, and this would inako 
.a fair'sted pond, say about 1,000 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and 10 feet deep.* 
There is iu these few figures something 
that may belp to open the eyes of tho 
tide power plan inventor and of those 
who are in the habit of putting money 
into such things. 


"Theaters, Panoramas and Other 


Spectacles" is the subject of the sec- 
ond of Jean Scbopfer's papers on 
"Amusements at tue Paris Exposition," 
which appeal's 'in the September Cen- 
tury.

the Theatre des Auteurs Gris, the 
Grand Guignol, the liaison du Hire 
and the Roulette. At thesa theaters 
short pieces are played,, and political 
songs are sung that make fun. of thje 
government, whatever it may be, for 
clever minds are always to be found 
on the opposing side. One act plays 
by modern, ciithors are given and also 
some reproductions of old plays from 
the repertoire of the Theatre de la 
Foire. T?hese performances are all bet. 
ter suited to* Frenchmen than .to for- 
-eigners. At the time of ray visit I 
/took'with me a friend from Kew EJng- 
landj but I saw* tbat the players were 
incomprehensible to him. They wore 
their hearts on their sleeves, so to 
speak. Life lor them was merely out- 
ward and informal. So l^ss "Wilkins' 
somber heroes, who prefer to bi un- 
happy and to make miserable those 
who love them rather than change 
their minds about anything they have 
once decided upon or which they con- 
sider duty, would be incomprehensible 
to those French players. I fear that the 
Iheaters of the Uue de Paris will 
scarcely be appreciated.by'tbe Anglo- 
Saxon audiences, with the exception 
perhaps of certain learned university 
professors who are said still to enjoy 
the broadly comic parts of Shakes- 
peare.

The Maine hunting season opened 


the other day, tpr while no big game, 
such as deer and mooee, can be taken 
from the state, it is legal for all per- 
sons holding licenses to kill cue deer 
during this month for consumption in 
camp, says the Bangor correspondent 
of tbe Boston Herald. 


This will be the second year of the 


September law, as It Is called, and Its 
workings will be watched with the 
closest interest. If it proves the same 
success that It did last year, it will no 
doubt remain a part of the game laws 
for another two years at least. On the 
other hand, If It should fail to work 
successfully, It will probably be repeal- 
ed by the next legislature. 


The arguments against the law are 


that it Increases the danger of great 
forest flres, which destroy many acres 
of valuable timber, and also adds great- 
ly to the slaughter of deer. 
On tho 


other hand, it is claimed that no more 
deer are killed under the law than 
would be If no such law existed. Fur- 
ther, the state realizes something from 
the killing of the deer to September 
under the present law, whereas under 
the former conditions It got nothing. 


The September law applies only to 


the counties of Oxford, Franklin, Som- 
erset, Piscataquis, Peuobscot, Aroos- 
took, Washington and Hancock. The 
license fee Is $6 for nonresidents and 
$4 for residents. Nonresidents must be 
In charge of a competent guide if they 
are camping in the woods. If they are 
stopping aft a licensed hotel or sport- 
ing camp c^ camp in charge of a regis- 
tered guide, they are not obliged to be 
in charge of a guide. This section of 
the law in regard to registered guides 
also applies to nonresidents during Oc- 
tober. 


Last September about 3,000 licenses 


to kill deer In September were issued, 
and tho relucts received from the hold- 
ers of them by the fish and game com- 
missioners show that not more than 
one deer was killed for each five li- 
censes issued. In return the state re- 
ceived a very large sum of money for 
use tn the work of protecting the game. 
There were no serious forest flres, and 
the few fires that did occur could not j 
be traced to the hunters. 


The partridge and woodcock hunting 


will begin on Sept 15. Reports from all 
sections say that the partridge are 
much more plentiful than for several 
years past, especially in Washington 
county. This undoubtedly Is due to the 
new law for the protection of these 
birds, which prevents their sale and 
also transportation from the state.. It 
also prohibits the killing qf more than 
15 birds in one day. This has stopped 
the market hunters. 


The snipe and plover season is now 


well on. But few of these birds are 
being bagged, as there seems to be 
a scarcity of them. Hunters say, how- 
ever, that the present month will see a 
betterment in the snipe shooting. 


The open time for shooting wood 


duck, black duck, teal and gray duck 
opened a few days ago, and soon these 
birds will be shot in large numbers 
along the Washington county shores, 
which is a favorite feeding ground. 


A report comes from the northern 


section of Piscataquis county to the 
effect that several large flocks of wild 
pigeons are summering in that section. 
A favorite feeding ground Is near Ka- 
tah4in Iron works, near Chairback 
mountain. TUe/e have been few of 
these birds hi Maine in the past SO 
years, and it is hoped that the report 
Is true. Many Bangor men can remem- 
ber when there was always good pi- 
geon shooting in the section of Holden, 
from Stemblew mountain across to 
Hungry meadow and Eddlngton pond. 
The hunters of the present day would 
be pleased to see a return of those con- 
ditions, for it is not only good sport to 
hunt the birds, but they are fine eat- 
ing. 


All reports received from the big 


game regions show that there are deer 
and moose sufficient for all hunters 
who come to the state this fall. The 
Indications are that there will be more 
sportsmen than ever before. This la 
certainly true of the Washington coun- 
ty region, for the Washington County 
railroad, vhich is opening up that 
great game region, has made great ef- 
forts to interast huntsmen in the coun- 
ty. The Interest that was taken in the 
Washington county exhibit at last 
spring's sportsman's show in Boston 
shows that this county is attracting 
much attention. There are more moose 
in the county than ever before, and 
deer are fully as numerous as hereto- 
fore. 


From the Bangor and Aroostook sec- 


tion there comes but one report— lots 
of game and easy to be had. The moose 
appear to be increasing la the state, 
but there are few bulls with big beads.

ments have been conducted at the Hy- 
geia company's plarit, which, in con- 
nection with the local board of health's 
letter, force a rather startling conclu- 
sion and may help very materially to 
show that the Hygeia company- has 
been a sufferer through somebody's 
malice, incited for 
some unknown 


reason.

does not claim to be absolutely correct 
but it will suffice for the purpose oE 
showing that the complaints received 
by the board to the effect that the 
product smelled and tasted of carbolic 
acid (phenol as stated in the analysis) 
were not groundless. The Quantity of 
the objectionable element was nod 
stated, so we can not know from the 
analysis if it was present in sufficient 
amounts to be injurious to the health 
of those using the Ice. The objection- 
able nature of the element, even-in 
small quantities, can not be euestioned 
however and inasmuch as there it. no- 
thing in your process of manufacture 
that can account for its presence at 
all this board would most strongly 
urge your company to so safeguard its 
premises as to render the introduction 
of this, or any other objectionable ele- 
ment, into the water to be frozen, or 
the cans containing it, a matter of 
practical impossibility.

problem, then, is, How did the >ica 
come to have the "faintt od'or" of car- 
bolic acid 
The local Aboard of health 


frankly says that the Hygeta com- 
pany's process of manufacture cannot 
at all account for the,presence of the 
acid, and it makes what'-i3 an astonish- 
ing recommendation to thfe company 
that it safeguard its premises to render 
the introduction* of the acid or any ob- 
jectionable element into the ice a mat- 
ter 
of practical impossibility. Car- 


bolic acid is, of course, not used in the 
manufacture of artificial ice, is ntot 
used at all on the Hygeia company's 
premises, the company's officers em- 
phatically declares, and naturally the- 
company wonders how the acid came 
in contact with the ice and who is the 
company's enemy who put it there. 
The belief is firmly held by the com- 
pany's officers that the presence of the 
acid on the ice can V>nly be accounted 
fur by the existence of an enemy of the 
company, having a purpose to injure 
the company by developing a popular 
prejudice against the 
company's* ice 


p; oduct, or in some other way. 


A. A. Reynolds 'of this city, who is 


assistant to Professor Hears, professor 
of chemistry at "Williams college, was 
interested by the Hygeia company in 
Us problem. Mr. Reynolds, on grounds 
of chemistry and physics, took string 
exceptions to the1 statements that car- 
bolic acid was founti, or could be found 
on the surface of the blocks. The posi- 
tively asserted that it was not possible 
to Introduce carbolic acid into the 
water from which the ice is made and 
have the acid appear on the faces of 
iuu blucke, oi- ac-ii- the faces "f 
the 


blocks in the body of the ice. He based 
his assertions on two wall-known facts 
—that carbolic acid crystalizes at a low 
Ujnperature, and that Ice, in freezing, 
forces all impurities' tout. Mr. Reynold's 
conclusion from these facts were that, 
it carbolic acid had been introduced to 
the water at the Hygeia, company's 
piant. that in freezing, in the cans or 
moulds In which the block* are made, 
the acid would be forced to the very 
centre of the blocks, as they freeze 
from all sides except frt>m the top, or to 
tho very top and out. Mr. Reynolds' 
demonstrated his conclusions'. 


A Transcript represenltative was priv- 


ileged to examine blocks of ice at the 
Hygeia company's plant that had been 
made with carbolic acid Introduced into 
the water and that had b«en treated by 
throwing a carbolic solution on them. 
Tiic- results were most marked. Into 
the water of which one block was made, 
Tilr. Tt'-ynolfl<! put two ounce* if n; five 
per cenlt solution of ewboUg acid.. 


When the block wa» frozen th« *op of 
it gave out almost all ot the o-clcJ that 
had ben put in and tho acid comid be 
ueteoted otherwise only at the block's 
very core, where It was foroe'lCn th,o 
action of freezing. There wsw hot «, 
trace 'of «old on any of the block' s stir- 
faces but tho top surface* and \l*> aold 
could be detected in tho blo-clt more 
than an inch on each side of trio.center 
line. But the block, which hudl bccsn 
frozen without aoid in the wale.r, and 
on which aold had been thro-wno, pre- 
sented entirely different 
co-iiilitions. 


This block, after being freely sprinkled 
with a solution of carbolic, acid,, gave 
oft the odor of the acid, and mairily be- 
cause the solution got into tlio small 
assures in the 
ice where tkes acid 


solidified because of the low temper- 
ature. 


The conclusion of the chemist lund the 


Hygeia company'* officials is tlwat the 
block on which the acid was thrown is 
the block which meets the conditions 
complained of by ice users and tOe con- 
dltlons found by the local toward of 
health. It is clear to those coiacerned 
that if the acid had been put letto t he- 
water before freezing that it v\o*uld not 
have been all over the surface of the 
blocks of ice and that, in an obj'ectlon- 
able block, such as was sent to Boston 
for analysis, the state board ot health, 
would certainly have found trie acid in 
the center of the block in quanll ties far 
too large not to appear in an atnalysis. 


The block sent to the state li.oard of 


health for analysis was not 
taken. 


direct from 
the Hygeia consipany's 


planlt, but was taken from a supply 
that had left the company's liiu-nds. In 
fact it is understood that 
some ice 


taken from the Hyg-eia company's plant 
had been stored for u .short ycsrtod be- 
fore being sold to the consumer. The 
inference is that probably there was an 
opportunity offered to some malicious 
person, with some undiscovered motive, 
to throw carbolic acid or.' the ice. 


The Hygeia company's officials are 


p'ositive no acid ever came 5n contact 
with the ice while in their possession. 
And, 
at the worst, only a snredl quan- 


tity of the ice was found to fc&ve been 
contaminated with the acid. 


Everybody interested is imxiously 


awaiting further details of tkUs very 
interesting case.

* TheJDuk« of Abruzzl's -Franz-Josef 
Land expedition, which reached a 
point in latitude 80.33 north, thus pene- 
trating farther north than Dr. Nan- 
Ben's record, was last heard from when 
the Wellman expedition brought news 
of speaking the Stella Polare on Aug. 
6, 1899, the vessel then being in Franz- 
Josef Landf waters, in 80 degrees and 
20 minutes north latitude. The duke 
bad landed at Cape Flora on North- 
brook island, latitude 70 north and 
longitude 49 east, and had determined 
the cape was ten minutes farther east 
than was shown on the maps. 
As 


planned, however, it was not the 
duke's Idea to spend the winter on 
land, but to force his vessel eastward 
of the archipelago as far north as pos- 
sible and drift with the ice as Nansen 
did in the Pram, says the Philadelphia 
Press. The vessel was to be made 
the headquarters of the expedition and 
in the winter sledging parties were to 
attempt to make a dash to the pole. 


The young duke, who headed the ex- 


pedition, is the lapt of the sons of the 
late Prihce Amadeo, by his first mar- 
riage, and was born at Madrid on the 
29th of January, 1873. 


Despite his active and energetic tem- 


perament, he is perhaps the most popu- 
lar of all the young princes of tha 
house of Savoy. 
In the summer of 


•1807 he made the ascent of Mount 
St. Elias, Alaska, at the same time 
ithat a Philadelphia party under Mr. 
'Henry Q. Bryant was exploring the 
mountain. 
The duke succeeded be- 


cause he was well supplied with train- 
ed mountain climbers, Alpine guides, 
and he found the great peak to be non- 
ivolcanic and 18,060 feet high. 
i The expedition consisted of 22 men 
'all told, the principal members being 
iPrince Luigl Amadeo, duke of the 
'Abruzzi, aged 26 years; Captain Um- 
berto Cagni, royal Italian navy, aged 
36; Lieutenant Franco Qnerini, royal 
•Italian navy, aged 31; Dr. Achille Ca- 
,valli, aged 33; Sailing Master C. J. 
tEvensen, aged 47, and Chief Engineer 
fHenry Alfred Stoltheu, aged 24. The 
'otherscomprised a second engineer, car- 
tpenter and six Norwegian bands, two 
tLaplandrdog drivers, four Alpine guides 
And two Italian seamen, 
j The Stella 'Pplare was formerly the 
Uason, a well known sealing vessel of 
about 500 to»s gross register, with en- 
iglnes of adjudicated horsepower. She 
fwas built to-1881, and her qualities 
ihav» already been thoroughly tested 
ataon^fthe floes at the east Greenland 
sea and the icebergs of antarctica. For 
iher arctic cruise she was considerably 
strengthened and furnished with a 
Etyonj sheathing or ice shield of green- 
Deart, wtyle'fier rig was altered from 
t$at of- bark to barkentine. She was 
also fitted with a large poop which con- 
tains the cabins, saloon, officers' mess, 
galley and measroom for the crew. The 
fittings throughout are of the plainest 
description, and the walls and ceilings 
are painted white. The officers' cabins 
are veryisofaii, the duke's differing in 
no respect from the rest. The sea- 
men's quarters are quite comfortable, 
consisting of two cabins below deck, 
one for tbs Italian, the other for the 
Norwegian portlbn of the crew. The 
ship was provisioned for five years, 
end the outfit both in quantity and 
quality was far ahead of any expedi- 
tion which has stormed the northern 
Bens. All nis royal friends and rela- 
tives took a deep interest in his project, 
and the late King Humbert was par- 
ticularly concerned. He not only gave 
$100,000 to the expedition, but present- 
ed the prince with a splendid and pow- 
erful telescope. Queen Margherita gave 
him a motherly "necessaire," contain- 
ing a number of little articles useful to 
a traveler, and the Prince and Princess 
of Naples presented him with a small 
but complete library of works apper- 
taining to the various voyages that 
have been made up to the present day 
In search of the north pole. 


The baggage of the party consisted 


of about 1,500 packages, each contain- 
ing 25 kilograms of matter and formed 
In such a way as to be easily carried 
on the arm or shoulder of a single per- 
son. These bundles were divided into 
four categories—food, provisions, cloth- 
Ing and equipments, scientific instru- 
ments and material, "useful but not in- 
dispensable" articles. 
Each division 


was distinguished by a different color 
and each package catalogued by a num- 
ber or letter. According to these pre- 
cautions, in case of a sudden emergen- 
cy or accident, the most useful and 
necessary objects could be quickly 
picked out and saved. 


The exploring equipment consisted of 


120 dogs, 10 knlaks, or Eskimo skin 
canoes of an Improved pattern; 20 
sledges, built to carry eight aluminium 
boxes to contain the pemmlcan and 
other store's, with the canoes lashed on 
top. He also bad 40 pairs of skis, or 
Norwegian snow runners, specially de- 
signed for polar work. As the duko 
gave his personal attention to every 
detail, the expedition, when it sailed 
north last summer, was in a position to 
command success. 


The duke left Rome for the north 


early in May, 1809, and sailed on his 
teasel on June 12 from Christlanln, 
bound first for Archangel, Russia, 
where he took on board bis dogs and 
additional supplies. The trip to Arch- 
angel was uneventful, and the Stella 
Polare started for Franz-Josef Land 
early in July, which it reached early in 
'August.

I just above the bough. Just as he is 
j passing the limb, with great dexterity he 


hooks his claws upon it, and, without 
stopping in his flight and with wings 
flapping furiously enough, bang goes tlic 
report of tile breaking of the rotten 
limb, and triumphantly the feathered 
wonder oaeries to the nest the stick, 
sometimes 4 inches in diameter and 4^* 
feet long. Although as a rule the birds 
break off the itabs at the first attempt, 
they have been seen to tiy the operation 
on the same stick two and three times 
before bei^g successful. In case the stick 
is cot broken off the first time they do 
not loose thtir hold- but unceasingly flap 
their broad wings in the air, exhausting 
every measure toward accomplishing 
their purpose. 


Ordinarily their bodies are not so 


hea'jy as to cause one to suspect that 
they could break off such stout pieces of 
boughs, but tiie momentum carried in 
their flight as.th^jr book OB to the limb 
without stopping ulmost invariably causes 
their efforts to be crowned with success.

NEW SYSTEM FOR "CENTRAL" 


Increase o! Telephone Operators, Un- 


der the New Schedule 


As was reported some flays agro in 


this paper, the operators at the local 
telephone exchange have received no- 
tice of a very decided Increase In pay. 
This Increase- took effect September 1, 
and comes at the eume time to the 
operators all over New Engl-anki. The 
announcement came In a circular from 
the Boston headquarters to Manager 
Steadmun. The effect of the circular 
primarily is to divide the operators 
into three classes, with a graded scale 
of wages, BO that the longer an oper- 
ator stays -ndth the company-ana the 
more valuable she becomes the more 
wages she will receive. 


The revision and increase extends 


to all the operating departments. Here- 
tofore the standard pay of the operu- 
tois on the local board has been $6 a^ 
week, and for operators on the" toll 
board—that Is, the long- distance te8e- 
phones—$5.92 per week. 
It has been 


the custom of th» officers in the &ew 
England circuit to have tha. ope*at'.rs 
serve an apronlticeanip of a"Bo"ut -three 
weeks- the- apprentice in the meantime 
not being allowed to do any work for 
the first coupfej of weeks, but pit beside 
•the operator and see how the thing is 
done. 
The third week the new operator is 
allowe<5_to answer calls and make the 
connections durlrfe the quieter hours of 
the day, anfl in that way becomes 
familiar with., the work. About the 
fourth week thejr were supposed to be 
able to operate a section that Isnit too 
he-a-vy. 


tfcider the new regulations the ap- 


pi entice must serve one month with- 
out pay, and then becomes a third class 
operator 'at a salary of $4.oO a week. 
At the end of three mot&ha the oper- 
ator is advanced to the second class 
with a salary of $5.75 per week, and 
alter serving for a year as a- second 
class operator she Is advanced to the 
flrst class at a salary of 6.50 per week. 
This is for the local board. 


The operators for the toll line are 


selected from the operators of the first 
ctess on the local board. They receive 
SI per w eek for the first year they are 
on the toll b6"ard, being an increase of 
50 cents over the pay of the flrst class 
on the local board, and after 'onte year 
they receive $8 per week, which is in 
reality an increase for the toll opera- 
tprB of $1.08 j>er -week. 


The standard pay for night operators, 


which has been $8 per week, has been 
raised to ?9 50 The first six months 
which the night operators wvwk, how- 
ever, they get 
but $7 50. The chief 


operator and the assistant chief have 
also received increases i« proportion. 


These regulationfe'wlll not m any way 


affect the" wages of the present em- 
ployes, many of wtiorri have been with 
the company 1'Qng enough to receive 
the full wages paid them according to 
the new rules 
Thev will continue to 


draw the salaries they are getting at 
present, and when their time- limit is 
up they wlll^get the increase which is 
coming to them. The gradmlg will be 
confined to employes who .enter the 
service of the company hereafter. 


The Increase was entirely unsolicited 


on the part of the operators and came 
as -a pleasant surprise to them. The 
.purpose is to have a graded scale in 
order to' encourage an operator to re* 
main with' the company, as unkier the 
new arrangement the longer ah opera- 
tor^stayS with, the company the mure 
pay she deceives.
